Even if 
the comparison were not made with the previcus iot, 
it is difficult @o0 ses why you shavid charge one price 
for a large book and the same price for a much smaller 
beek beund in the samé material.

and I cannot see why, with the printed title page befpre 

you, it is hard to copy a title - no matter what the lan- 

guage may be. Had you arranged to come here te see the 
mistakes, of which I spoke, I am sure you would have 

agreed that some of them were, as I said, unnecessary and 

stupid. ""E.certainly expect you te rectify these errors. 


Had I sent the books back with your boy when 
he called, he would have had to make a second trip for the 
books wth mistakes, which were found among the lot he de- 
liverede 


If you care to telephone me to make an appoint- 
nent in order to ge over these volumes tahich must be cor- 
tected, I think that it would be a saging of expense to 
you and of time to me.
